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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Four male teachers and twelve female teachers have conducted 
our schools. Instruction has been given to two hundred and forty- 
eight different scholars; of whom one hundred and forty are boys, 
and one hundred and six girls. Appropriations to meet the expenses 
have been made as follows: From the Literary Fund, $25; from 
the Town Fund, $24; from taxes, $640.80, and, additionally, in one 
or two instances, board has been supplied to the teacher. 

In the West District, No. 1, the school was taught successfully, 
in the Summer, ten weeks, by Miss Lizzie S. Messer; and in the 
Winter, eleven weeks, by Miss Josephine W. Bradford, both of 
whom, for their fidelity, efficiency and perseverance, are entitled to 
commendation. One of these teachers gratefully reports that she 
heard from no scholar a profane or vulgar word. The other returns 
thanks for the hearty codperation of parents, and records’ the wel- 
come testimony that the government of the school was sustained 
without trouble, and that the scholars were uniformly obedient, docile 
and diligent, each apparently endeavoring to do right. This school, 
though small, is an ornament both to the district and to the town, 
and has received the unqualified approval of the superintending com- 
mittee. 

At Burpee Hill, in District No. 2, during the Summer term of 
eight weeks the school was faithfully and successfully instructed by 
Miss Mary Knowlton. She was followed, in the Winter, by Miss 
Sarah A. Clough, who subsequently resigned, and left the comple- 
tion of the term to Mr. Nathaniel Todd. The report presented to 
the Superintending Committee, by the teachers of the Winter term, 
is defective: omitting these items required by law, namely, ‘The 
branches of learning taught,” and “the progress,’ “moral deport- 
ment,” and “habits of study” of the pupils. 

In the Central District, No. 3, during the Summer, Miss Mary E. 
Andrews taught ten and a half weeks. The whole number of dif- 
ferent scholars was forty-six; thirty-five of whom attended to read- 
ing, thirty to spelling, four to composition, fourteen to geography, 
eight to grammar, and twenty-séven tu arithmetic. One parent only 
visited the school prior to the final examination. Number of dis- 
missals from the school for a portion of a day, fifty; and instances 
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of tardiness, two hundred and sixty-nine. The cases of absence for 
a day, or for several successive days, were numerous, occasioning, on 
the part of many pupils, a loss of one third, one half, and even © 
more than one half of the term. Irregularities in attendance, so 
frequent and multiplied, infallibly hinder the progress of the school, 
especially by breaking up organized classes, and introducing other 
embarrassments which no teacher can avert or remove ; all which, 
under the circumstances, could have been reasonably ‘anticipated, 
Miss Andrews, by faithful labors, really accomplished. This should 
be the model school of the town. - Marked progress, however, will 
not result merely from the selection of a good teacher. Hearty 
co-operation of the parents, not only in visiting the school, but in 
securing the regular and punctual attendance of their children, and 
in encouraging “cheerful and uniform obedience, is an indispensable 
element of success. 

The Winter term had a favorable beginning under the direction of 
Mr. James Davis, who, by reason of sickness, was constrained to 
resign, and was succeeded for a brief period by Mr. O. W. Cutler. 

At Low Plain, in District No. 4, the school was creditably man- 
aged for thirteen and a half weeks in the Summer, by Miss Abby 
M. Todd; and for twelve weeks in the Winter by Miss Sarah H 
Todd. The Superintending Committee was gratified to discover, in 
each term, decisive indications of good order, diligent study, and 
commendable proficiency. 

In District No. 5, at Seytheville, in nearly every class, during 
both summer and winter terms, marked improvement was exhibited. 
In the first of these terms, taught by Miss Adelaide E. Burpee, who 
performed her work with conscientious fidelity, the school was be- 
reaved by death of two lovely and promising scholars, both from one 
family—Clara A. Alexander and Edwin W. Alexander. Mr. L. 
Henry Dutton, an earnest, energetic and vigilant teacher, executed 
his work well during the winter. The school, however, was some- 
what impeded by multiplied instances of tardiness and absence. 

Miss Katie E. Thompson, in the Summer, and Miss Emma Hazel- 
tine, in the winter, accomplished each an excellent service in the 
North District, No. 6. Each term was short, but the kind and 
assiduous labors of these teachers inspired their pupils with increased 
interest in study, and yielded sure tokens that their toils had not 
been expended in vain. 

In District No. 7, Pleasant Street, both the Summer term, which 
was taught by Miss Lorinda M. Addison, and the Winter term, 
which was taught by Miss Lydia J. Dickey, were creditable to the 
teachers and profitable to the pupils. - Good order was uninterruptedly 
maintained. 

Our schools are performing for the rising generation, at a trifling 
cost, an indispensable and noble service. ‘The average reported ex- 
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pense for each pupil has not exceeded three dollars, or, one dollar 
and fifty cents for each term. With this insignificant expenditure, 
what other process can be conceived by which we can procure for 
our children equivalent advantages? A good elementary education, 
at least, we must give them. ‘The due development of their facul- 
ties; a suitable preparation for future usefulness; the high responsi- 
bilities which they will hereafter assume as citizens of a free republic ; 
these imperative considerations, combined with their moral and re- 
ligious interests, devolve upon us the unmistakable duty of providing 
for them the educational facilities of efficient and well regulated 
primary schools. No reasonable pains should be spared to render 
our schools more efficient. By feasible methods they are susceptible 
of essential improvement. A wise discrimination may be employed 
in the selection of teachers; and we can refrain from weakening 
. their*influence by hasty, ill-timed and ungenerous criticisms, The 
fathers and the mothers should visit the schools, and, by personal 
inspection, know how they are managed. Children should be at 
school at the proper hour, and should attend, if possible, throughout 
the term,—not hindering themselves or their classes by occasional 
absences. A due regard to these few suggestions would essentially 
enhance the value of our schools. 

According to the reports of the several teachers, the pupils who 
have distinguished themselves, at least in one term, for correct moral 
deportment, diligence in study, and high rank in scholarship, are the 
following, whose names are incorporated in
